Ebert Government of Ger¬ 
many Has Not Accepted 
It Yet 


COnstan 1 inoplp. March 18.—Via 
Ijondon, March 19.—Halide Hdlb, the 
most prominent woman leader among 
the Turkish Nationalists; Ileouf Bey, 
deputy for Slvas and mouthpiece of 
Mustapha Kemal in the cities; Cara 
Vasslf Bey and several other mem¬ 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies have 
been deported, presumably to Malta, 
by the British.

Stuttgart, March 19.—Fifty person* were killed in most violent 
fighting in Leipzig, it is reported. Workmen in a clash with troops 
threw up barricades, dug trenches and fought almost organized 
warfare. Mines were exploded near the railway station.

Bayly Hipkins, VJce-President and 
Northwest Manager, who has always 
displayed the keenest Interest In the 
industrial development of Victoria, 
spoke appreciatively of the efforts 
being made to revive wooden ship¬ 
building here prior to*his departure 
yesterday afternoon for Seattle. He 
gave expression to the desire of the 
Foundation Company to aid the 
enterprise and used his influence 
with Frank Quilter, treasurer and 
one of the directors of the company, 
resulting in the investment of $1,000 
in the local undertaking. 

Veterans Assist.

Navy Veterans’ Association as a 
body have subscribed $200; Hhe 
Great War Veterans’ Association-has 
invested in stock and the Comrades 
of the Great War and the Cam¬ 
paigners’ Association are assisting in 
a practical manner.

London, March 19.—Hundreds of persons have been killed in 
the mining districts of Germany in collisions between miners and 
troops, it is declared in reports from Germany received at Copen¬ 
hagen, the Central News correspondent in that city telegraphs. 

Telegrams received from the big 
towns in Germany, the message 
states, show that fighting is proceed¬ 
ing in nearly all the thickly-popu¬ 
lated areas where soldiers and work¬ 
ers are opposed to each other. 

In Brunswick there is much dis¬ 
order. accompanied by pillaging of 
shops. In Leipzig, according to ad¬ 
vices. there was street fighting 
throughout yesterday. 

Rostock, in Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
is in the hands of Spartacans but 
their position is said to be pre¬ 
carious.

Stuttgart, March 18.—Via London. 
March 19.—The Majority Socialists 
leaders here demanded that Gustav 
Noske, the Minister of Defence, re¬ 
sign his post and Noske has com¬ 
plied l»y tendering his resignation to 
President Ebert, but the Government 
has not reached a decision as to its 
acceptance and will not do so until 
the Cabinet has considered the ques- 
tio i. 

Should Noske retire, it seems prob- | 
able he will be succeeded by General i 
vcn Seecht. now in command of the 
troops in Berlin. Dr. Schiffer, the 
Minister of Justice, is being men¬ 
tioned for the Premiership in the 
proposed reorganized Cabinet. 

At Session. 

Noske was present at the session 
of the National Assembly yesterday 
when Philipp Scheldemann, Majority 
Socialist leader and former Premier, 
attacked the Minister of Defence in 
a stirring speech and demanded a 
radical overhauling of the Cabinet. 

Henke. leader of the Independent 
Socialists, asked Noske where he was 
when the Kapp forces had their 
hands at the Government’s throat 
and why he did not “break their 
bones." but Noske by Uiis time had 
disappeared from the chamber. 

Heine Also. 

Copenhagen. Marc<H9.—Both Gus¬ 
tav Noske. -Minister of Defence in the 

Ebert Government and Dr. K. W. W. 
Heine, Prussian Minister of the In¬ 
terior. have resigned, according to a 
dispatch from Stuttgart quoting The 
Hamburg Fremdenblatt. 

Another message from Stuttgart 
states that at the conclusion of the 
National Assembly’s debate yester¬ 
day. Konstantin Fehrenbach, Presi¬ 
dent of the Assembly, declared it was 
plain that all parties condemned the 
revolt. 

"We mourn the dead and convey 
our condolences to their dependents," 
he said. At this point all the Deputies 
stood up.

Prohibition Issue Would Be 
Amended Act versus Gov¬ 
ernment Sale 


CANADIAN ISSUES 
NOW IN DEMAND ON 
NEW YORK MARKET 


Forty South African Party

A referendum in British Columbia 
on the. prohibition question Is appar¬ 
ently a burning issue in legislative, 
legal and civilian circles. Predictions 
as to the probable course* to be adopt¬ 
ed by the Government and the prohi¬ 
bitionists lead nowhere, since every 
dp-' a change of front. It is now 
’v understood that tlve present 
of the Provincial Government 
i o a referendum shortly after 

August next. The issue would be the. 
continuation of the present Prohibi¬ 
tion Act. with the new amendments 
incorporated and then in effect, or j 
Government sale and control. 

Mr. Savage Here. 

In order to ascertain if possible the 
stand of the Government. William 
Savage, president of the People's Pro¬ 
hibition Party in this province, waited 
upon Attorney-General Farris this 
morning. To The Times later he said 
that the "committee of one hundred” 
would meet in Vancouver on Monday 
night for the purpose of considering 
the proposed amendments as intro¬ 
duced into the Legislature on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The committee will consider 
whether or not to endeavor to secure 
a federal referendum, under the Can¬ 
ada Temperance Act. said Mr. Savage, 
or be vonte.nt with the provincial ref¬ 
erendum. Should the provincial ref¬ 
erendum be submitted and a victory 
won by the moderationists and Gov¬ 
ernment sale introduced, It is ex¬ 
plained, then a Federal referendum 
might still be had. 

Importation. 

A victory ,for the prohibitionists 
under a Federal referendum would 
mean that the Province would con¬ 
trol the importation of liquor, which 
would permit of importation-for Gov¬ 
ernment sale only for purpose” as now 
set out in the Prohibition Act. 

Mr. Savage said he was not in a 
position to say definitely whether his 
associates would ask for a Federal 
referendum or not, but an announce¬ 
ment would be made after the meet¬ 
ing in Vancouver on Monday night. 


New York. March 19.—In the 
height of activity on the bond mar¬ 
ket of recent days Canadian issues 
have been in particular demand, 
says The Tribune. The new offer¬ 
ings of the provinces o t Quebec, On¬ 
tario and Manitoba were not only 
quickly taken up but also the float¬ 
ing supply of outstanding ‘’anadian 
Provincial and Dominion bonds was 
substantially reduced, according to 
bond men. Most of the business in 
the Canadian issues has been done 
over the counter. 


Bernstorff May Be Foreign 
Minister in Reorganized 
German Government 


Copenhagen. March 19.—Count von 
Bernstorff. former German Ambas¬ 
sador to the United States, will be 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in the 
reorganized German Cabinet, accord¬ 
ing to advices reaching here to-day. 
The slate is printed by The Hamburg 
Nachriehten. which declares its in¬ 
formation came from a reliable quar¬ 
ter. Dr. Schiffer. Vice-Premier and 
Minister of Justice, will become 
Chancellor, according to this pro¬ 
gramme and General von Seecht will 
become Minister of Defence.

Vancouver. March 19.—Declaring 
that in his opinion there was a huge 
international ring, with white men

And I am equally con¬ 
vinced that the entire police depart¬ 
ment, from Chief McRae down to 
the latefd patrolman, are equally in 
earnest in using their best efforts to 
cope with the spread of this insidi¬ 
ous evil. The Commissioners are 
behind them to the limit.”

Constantinople, March 19.—Leaders of the Turkish Nationalists 
from Azerbaijan to Palestine seem to be co-operating in a move¬ 
ment to oppose Allied proposals for a peace unfavorable to Tnrkey. 
Men closely associated with Mustapha Kemal, leader of the Na¬ 
tionalists, have been skilfully promoting opposition to foreign in¬ 
terference, it is asserted, and the Arabs, Kurds and other tribes are 
said to be aligned with forces planning to checkmate any movement 
on the part of the Entente looking to a partitioning of the country.

He ad¬ 
mitted though that this city would , 
make a model resort if it had 
hostelries and attractions equal to*the 
Other seaside tourist centres. 

Mr. Manners said that Victoria was 
a logical place for industries, having ! 
the best all-year working climate on | 
the continent. Beside this advantage 
there was an abundance of natural 
resources, and, further, the capital 
was here to develop these resources. | 
However, the co-operative spirit was 
lacking. Mr. Manners had detected a 
spirit of Jealousy between the cities 
of Victoria and Vancouver, and he 
said it was about time the people in 
both cities put their hand across the 
seas and walked side by side' in the 
development of the Province. 

The Great Treasure. 

"Blessed will he the day when a 
ribbon of smoke from a ten-million 
dollar steel plant wafts its way to¬ 
wards William Head," asserted Mr. 
Manners. "And blessed will be the day 
when the hard-headed business men 
•f this city realize, that they are walk¬ 
ing on the greatest treasure of natural 
fesources, mile for mile greater, that 
•an be found anywhere.” 

The only way in which the enor¬ 
mous debt contracted during the war 
can be wiped out was by everyone 
getting down to work, declared Mr. 
Manners. "You’ve got to get your 
flannels off and grip the*axe and the 
saw and develop your resources, he 
said. ‘‘You have got to quit being the 
playground of the rest for the conti¬

Berlin is still under the rule of 
bayonets, but troops loyal to the 
Ebert Government patrol the streets. 
Forces which supported the regime 
set up last Saturday by Dr. Kapp and 
his followers left Berlin yesterday. 

While radical elements have not 
made organized attacks on the cap- 
l ital, economic conditions are de¬ 
scribed as serious. The resumption 
of power by the constitutional Gov¬ 
ernment is opposed by those who be¬ 
lieve it bargained with the reaction¬ 
ary leaders who tried to seize control, 
and there seems to be an urgent de¬ 
mand for a re-organization .of the 
Ministry and changes in policy In 
important particulars. 

Reports from Germany outside of 
Berlin are of such a character that a 
clear view of the situation is hard to 
obtain at present While it is said, 
soviets have been formed in a num¬ 
ber of important towns and cities 
and in industrial districts, it does 
not appear the movement is gaining 
momentum. 

Communist sympathizers seem to 
have met with stern opposition at 
many points.
